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Brazil : President Castello Branco is considering 
deferring all popular gubernatorial elections until next 
year. 

The government apparently believes early political 
campaigns would unsettle the nation and tend to impede 
the regime's economic reform and stabilization pro- 
grams. This year is considered decisive because the 
two-year austerity program is supposed to demonstrate 
success by early 1966. 

Much of the initial reaction to the prospect of post- 
ponement, as reflected in the press, has been critical. 
Castello Branco appears resolved, however, to do what- 
ever he thinks necessary to promote the holding of free 
national elections next year. 

The President is still determined not to seek re- 
election, despite demands from some hard-liners that 
he continue in office indefinitely. —
